The crisis probably has passed in the 
Mississippi River flood situation and 
no more extensive hart^hip, suffering 
and loss of life and property is antic­ 
ipated in the opinion of Secretary 
Hoover, President Coolidge’* observer 
in the inundate*! region. 
He arrived 
here yesterday com pleting his tour of 
the area from Memphis to New Or­ 
leans. 
In M ississippi and Arkansas, Mr. 
Hoover said he found no unsatisfac­ 
tory conditions and only the necessity 
of continuing adequate relief m eas­ 
ures. 
He said, however, 
that his 
view of the end o f the flood danger 
may be upset by later developments. 
The. cabinet 
official whose 
rapid 
’survey of the flooded 
region 
was 
through the trained eyes of a relief 
worker—the director 
of the World 
war relief in Belgium — expressed his 
opinion of the flood situation briefly 
as follows: 
“ I believe the flood dead will not 
greatly exceed 200. 
“The hom eless will probably be not 
much greater than 160,000. 
“Our greatest problem is the re­ 
habilitation o f the homeless persons 
in their former habitations and the 
restablishment o f agricultural 
pro­ 
duction in the stricken region.” 
The commerce secretary said he felt 
confident that the return to normal 
agricultural production in the inun­ 
dated regions will be only the m atter 
of a few weeks after the water runs 
off the land. 
The army engineers were said to 
feel that the danger has not passed, 
as there is considerable overflow wa­ 
ter speeding 
into the 
Mississippi 
River from the Yazoo and the Red 
rivers, which probably will meet the 
M ississippi flood crest. 
The combined high waters will be 
a grave measure to 
life 
between 
Vicksburg and N ew Orleans in the 
engineers* opinion, and even with the 
Poydras levee break the flood crest 
m ight not possibly be reduced ma­ 
terially enough to dissipate the dan­ 
ger to the Louisiana levees and the em­ 
bankments guarding New Orleans. 
Secretary Hoover indicated that he, 
too, somewhat shares the opinion that 
the flood still is a threat by engaging 
his lengthy conferences with Governor 
Simpson, of Louisiana; Major General 
Edgar Jadwin, chief of army engi­ 
neers, and th*? New Orleans flood com­ 
mittee.

pany here are to be reopened to pro­ 
duce more radium for scientists. 
The increased supply will be used 
in the study of the effect o f large ap­ 
plications on certain diseases. 
-A quarter of the yearly radium 
output of the world was used in the 
recent treatm ent of King Ferdinand 
of Rumania for cancer. The Brussels 
company which controls the radium 
output of the world was called upon to 
supply at short notice 5.8 gram s of 
radium. 
At the present cost of about 
$70 a millegram the king called upon 
a radium supply valued at more than 
$4,000,000. 
Output 20 Grains 
The yearly output of the Brussels 
company 
is 
only 
20 
grams 
and 
scientists engaged in radium reduc­ 
tion estim ate there 
are 
not 
more 
than 250 grams of radium in the 
world. 
To supply the demand from sci­ 
entists for more of the substance the 
Union Miniere du Haut Katanga has 
resumed work at the plant built in 1922 
after the 
discovery of the radium 
deposits in the Belgian Congo. 
The 
intention 
is to 
furnish 
recognized 
scientific bodies with sufficient radium 
for the study of the application of 
large doses. 
The Belgian Congo is^not the sole 
radium field. 
Ore containing radium , 
has 
been 
discovered 
at 
Lachaux,1 
France, and 
radio 
active 
ores 
are 
found in several 
other 
parts of the 
world, including the United States, I 
Mexico and Canada. 
The percentage 
of ore in the Belgian Congo m ires is 
much higher, however, and the proc­ 
esses of reduction from ore to radium 
bromide have been better developed 
by the Belgian Radium company than 
in other countries.
